DARKEST CAMBODIA 
What little news has filtered out of the prison-nation of 
Cambodia since the end of the Vietnam war in April 1975 
has been unbelievably horrendous. 
It now appears that early reports of the extent of the 
suffering being inflicted on the Cambodian people by 
their Communist Khmer Rouge masters were, indeed, 
exaggerated. 
Rather than upwards of 1.5 million Cambodians having 
been executed by the Khmer Rouge, as stories carried by 
refugees indicated, the latest estimate is that the toll was 
around 200,000. 
It is not that the Khmer Rouge have not tried. But as 
one Cambodia-watcher explains it, because of the small 
size of their army, “the mechanics for executions on a 
more massive scale are just not there. ” 
Not deliberately executed - but dead all the same * are 
another 800,000 or so who Cambodians observers believe 
died of disease or malnutrition, many of them on forced 
marches out of the cities and towns or from forced labor 
in the fields. 
That brings the total of deaths in a little more than two 
years to around a million human beings, or about 12 per 
cent of Cambodia’s estimated 1974 population. 
That is tragically massive on anybody’s scale of 
reckoning.

This would have 
put the U.S. government in 
competition with the big oil 
companies. So in the name 
of free enterprise, Ford 
rejected both deals. 
The deals were gener­ 
ated by ex-Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger who 
sent his chief economic 
advisor, Charles Robinson, 
to negotiate the agree­ 
ments.

President Ford, there­ 
fore, broke off the negotia­ 
tions after preliminary 
agreements had already 
been reached. This deci­ 
sion has already cost the 
consuming public billions 
tiiat could have been saved 
if the two deals had been 
completed. 
Kissinger first tried to 


arrange a five-year agree­ 
ment with the Iranians to 
purchase oil at a discount. 
The Iranians were willing 
to make a deal but insisted 
that the discount be dis­ 
guised. They could not let 
it be known they were 
undercutting their part­ 
ners in the Organization of 
Petroleum 
Exporting 
Countries (OPEC). 
Robinson 
flew 
to 
Teheran three times in 
1975 as Kissinger’s secret 
negotiator. He worked out 
a complex financial ar­ 
rangement with Iranian 
Finance Minister Huriiang 
Ansary. Under the terms, 
the U.S. government would 
have purchased 500,000 
barels of oil a day for five 
years. The disguised price 
would have been $1 to $1.50 
per barrel below the pre­ 
vailing OPEC rates. The 
savings to the American 
consumers would have sur­ 
passed $1 billion. 
Sources close to the ne­ 
gotiations said the deal 
was all set to be signed. 
But Simon raised such a 
holler, backed by Penta­ 
gon and commerce offi­ 
cials, that President Ford 
scotched it. 
Robinson flew to Mos­ 
cow, meanwhile, to negoti­ 
ate a wheat sale with So­ 
viet Trade Minister Nicko- 
lay 
Patolichev. 
An 
agreement was signed in 
October 1975, for the sale of 
U.S. wheat to the Soviet 
Union. It was accompanied 
by a letter of intent calling 
for the sale of Soviet oil to 


the United States. 
That was the last public 
word of a Soviet-American 
oil deal. But behind the 
scenes, 
Robinson 
ham m ered out and ini­ 
tialed 
an 
arrangem ent 
with Patolichev. This gave 
the United States an option 
to buy 10 million torn of 
Soviet oil annually a t a 
price substantially below 
what the United States was 
paying on the world m ar­ 
ket. tn e tankers used to 
haul wheat to Russia, it 
was agreed,

But in the end, 
Ford was influenced by the 
argum ent that the federal 
government had no busi­ 
ness competing with the oil 
industry. 
Thus the oil industry’s 
profits 
were preserved, 
and the American people 
lost another chance to save 
on their oil bills.

It is just as much a perversion 
of the democratic process to 
break into a ballot box and stuff 
it with phony votes in order to 
steal an election, as it is to break 
into the Democratic National 
Committee headquarters in the 
Watergate 
Hotel 
and 
steal 
campaign information, or to 
break into a psychiatrist’s office 
under the false label “national 
security” and steal information 
about 
his 
patient, 
Daniel 
Ellsberg. 


If anything, the election fraud1 
was worse 
because Justice 
Hugo Black of the U. S. Supreme 
Court was also involved In the 
cover-up.

WASHINGTON— Would the 
Labor 
Department 
actually 
ground an airline such as TWA 
or United Airlines, or terminate

I had asked a blunt question of 
Weldon Rougeou, the intense, 
34-year-old black attorney who 
now directs the OFCCP And I 
got a blunt answer from this 
official, originally from Lake 
Charles, Va. He’s unswerving. 
He took two months in solitary 
confinement during the civil 
right* upheavals of the '60s. 
Rougeau warned he isn’t “a 
paper tiger.” The government 
has the power under its equal 
em ploym ent 
opportunity 
clauses in each of its contracts 
over $50,000 to kill such a con­ 
tract if there’s no compliance. 
And plans to do so if it can’t get 
such 
agreements 
after 
negotiation 
on 
“equal 
em­ 
p lo y m en t 
o p p o rtu n ity 
programming.” 
We talked of alleged non- 
compliance by some 25 cor­ 
porations 
charged 
with 
discrimination against blacks, 
minorities, 
women 
and the 
handicapped. He said one of 
these companies was “among 
the top five in Fortune’s 500.” 
This is the reference to 
magazine’s 
listing of 
nation’s major firms. 
“ I would recommend 
Secretary of Labor Marshall 
that he go to Secretary (of 
Defense) Brown to end existing 
defense contracts where we 
found and couldn’t end what we 
c o n sid e r 
em p lo y m en t 
discrimination,” said the OF­ 
CCP director. 
“That’s the only way to get 
action. We have tried to con­ 
ciliate and if we find them at 
fault we certainly would do it. 
“1 am serious about it. 
“ If necessary we would 
ground an airline.

The firm has 
a $6.5-million buUdkg contract 
with the UB. Army. 
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Rougeau said that what he 
wanted was to hit them - and 
others on the list - with the 
threat of instant contract 
“termination.” 
“You can’t really get action

DARKEST CAMBODIA 
What little news has filtered out of the prison-nation of 
Cambodia since the end of the Vietnam war in April 1975 
has been unbelievably horrendous. 
It now appears that early reports of the extent of the 
suffering being inflicted on the Cambodian people by 
their Communist Khmer Rouge masters were, indeed, 
exaggerated. 
Rather than upwards of 1.5 million Cambodians having 
been executed by the Khmer Rouge, as stories carried by 
refugees indicated, the latest estimate is that the toll was 
around 200,000. 
It is not that the Khmer Rouge have not tried. But as 
one Cambodia-watcher explains it, because of the small 
size of their army, “the mechanics for executions on a 
more massive scale are just not there.” 
Not deliberately executed - but dead all the same - are 
another 800,000 or so who Cambodians observers believe 
died of disease or malnutrition, many of them on forced 
marches out of the cities and towns or from forced labor 
in the fields. 
That brings the total of deaths in a little more than two 
years to around a million human beings, or about 12 per 
cent of Cambodia’s estimated 1974 population. 
That is tragically massive on anybody’s scale of 
reckoning.

In spring of this year, a pa­ 
tient stabbed a Junior college 
student posing as a clinical 
psychologist. Another man in 
St. Louis now advertises in the 
newspaper as a "psychologist 
and medium.” 
These are just three of un­ 
told numbers of incidents 
throughout Missouri in which 
persons have fraudently posed 
as psychologists. But until a 
bill regulating and licensing 
psychologists becomes law 
Sept. 28, anybody legally can 
claim to be a psychologist. 
"People have been doing 
these unethical kinds of things 
for years, and there was 
nothing you could do. But at 
least now we have an arm for 
policing it,” says Rose E. 
Boyarsky, co-chairman of the 
Missouri Psychological As­ 
sociation’s (MoPa) licensing 
board. 
Mrs. Boyarsky, who has 
worked four years for a state

NEW YORK (AP) - The ac­ 
ceptance of 43-year-old Dr. 
Renee Richards into the U.S. 
Open 
Tennis Championships 
shouldn’t be taken as an omen 
for other transsexuals, says 
U.S. Tennis Association presi­ 
dent W.E. Hester. 
The USTA agreed Wednesday 
to accept the controversial Dr. 
Richards as an entry in the 
U.S. Open at Forest Hills, be­ 
ginning Aug. 31, and Hester, 
president of the USTA, said, 
“ I’m happy the matter is 
over.” 
The USTA made its decision 
one day after New York State 
Supreme Court Justice Alfred 
Ascione had issued a prelimi­ 
nary injunction barring the 
USTA, the U.S. Open Tennis 
Championship Committee and 
the Women’s Tennis Associ­ 
ation from excluding Dr. Rich­ 
ards from the major national 
tournament because of her in­ 
ability to pass a sex-chromo- 
some test. 
“The judge’s decision was di­ 
rected only to Dr. Renee Rich­ 
ards and not as a landmark to 
apply to all transsexuals.” Hes­ 
ter said. 
In a separate statement, the 
USTA emphasized it had not 
changed its overall policy to­ 
ward transsexuals. 
Hester said he had been 
called by a number of trans­ 
sexuals about wanting to play, 
but none of them were as good 
as Dr. Richards. 
“ For instance,” Hester said, 
“ a 
240-pound, 6-foot-8 trans­ 
sexual called to ask permission 
to play in a county tournament 
in one of our Southern states."

Denim bebate: cotton vs. blend

NEW YORK 1 API - Calling 
it the first big improvement in 
years, most of the nation's de­ 
nim manufacturers are gearing 
up to go blended, and some 
even think the days of 100 per 
cent cotton denim are num­ 
bered. 


The new product, a com­ 
bination of cotton and polyester 
called a miniblend, takes dye 
Uke cotton, looks like cotton, 
fades like cotton but doesn’t 
shrink Uke it, according to the 
Denim News Service. 
"In making this blend we 
found we could 
accomplish 
what our customers wanted us 
to accomplish,” said Larry Ad­ 
dison of Swift Textiles which, 
he says, will be producing only 
blended denim by the end of 
the year. "The advantage," he 
says, "is that if you buy a size 
7, It wiU stay a size 7." 
Blended denim has stirred up 


a small controversy with the 
cotton growers, and Cotton Inc. 
has mounted an advertising 
campaign against adding syn­ 
thetics to denim, noting that it 
takes five or six times more 
energy to make a pound of 
lyester, which is petroleum- 
sed, than to make a pound of 
cotton. 
Polyester advocates counter 
that if you have to weed it or 
feed it, the fiber costs too 
much. 
There will be an extensive 
TV and radio campaign ad­ 
dressed to the consumer, start­ 
ing during the back-to-school 
buying period, supporting the 
‘‘virtues of 100 per cent cotton 
as the true denim,” according 
to Don Kleckner, vice presi­ 
dent, marketing services, of 
Cotton Inc. 
"Cotton Inc. is teUing people 
to look at the label," he says. 
‘‘That’s what they’ve been get­ 


ting, been satisfied with and if 
they want the traditional type 
of denim jeans or new neat 
look, they can get them in 
regular 100 per cent cotton or 
the new 100 per cent cotton 
with the new shrink reduction 
finish, ‘Sanforset,’ that over­ 
comes shrinkage." 


Although some mills have 
been making a synthetic denim 
for years, it has only been in 
the last 18 months that they 
have developed a mixture they 
consider 
suitable, 
industry 
sources say. "In the early days 
we couldn't get total dyeabil- 
ity,” noted Ben Sampson of 
Cone Mills. 
In the new fabric, which is 65 
per cent cotton and 35 per cent 
polyester, the cotton is forced 
to the outside of the yarn when 
it is spun so that the finished 
product takes dye and feels like 
cotton, the manufacturers ex­ 
plain. 


“We didn’t want to lose any 
of the esthetics of cotton,” said 
Sampson, adding that the day 
may come when all denim will 
be polyester blended. 
Although all of the seven top 
mills are now experimenting 
with blended fabrics, some are 
still cautious about its accept­ 
ance "I doubt if we ever will 
go entirely to the blend,” said 
Brian Clarke of Burlington In­ 
dustries. "There are still a lot 
of people who want cotton." 
Canton Textiles is continuing 
to make only cotton denim, al­ 
though it is now running blend 
samples. "If the market de­ 
mands blends, we can make 
them," said spokesman Jim 
Wheeler. 
Both Burlington and Canton 
are 
using 
similar 
chemical 
processes to give cotton denim 
an easy-care finish and to re­ 
duce shrinkage, hut they admit 
this is more costly than going 
synthetic.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — President Carter's political 
operatives already are moving to stifle potential opposition in 
the contest for the 1980 Democratic presidential nomination 
To achieve that goal. Carter’s agents are attempting to 
drastically weaken several of the crucial structural reforms 
adopted during the past decade to democratize the party and 
maximize grass-roots participation in the presidential selec­ 
tion process. 
The forum for the effort to gut those reforms is the 
Democratic National Committee’s Commission on Presiden 
tial Nomination and Party Structure, headed by Morley A 
Winograd, chairman of Michigan’s Democratic party 
Because there was no formal voting when the Winograd 
Commission met here earlier this month, there was little 
publicity or emotion generated when the disputed proposals 
surfaced at a task force session. 
But the planned changes undoubtedly will generate con­ 
siderably more passion and controversy when the 58-member 
commission meets in Detroit next year by the full Democratic 
National Committee. 
The key Carter operatives on the task force were Richard G 
( Rick ) Hutcheson III, a member of the White House staff who 
was the Carter organization's expert on the delegate selection 
process during the 1976 campaign, and Anne Wexler. deputy 
under secretary of Commerce. 
Hutcheson and Wexler did not introduce any of the potential­ 
ly controversial proposals at the Winograd Commission 
meeting, but they were among the most vocal proponents of 
new language designed to water down the reforms 
One proposal would gut the current rule which mandates 
that any candidate for the Democratic presidential nomina­ 
tion who receives at least 15 per cent of the vote in a state 
primary or caucus must receive a proportional share of that 
state's delegates to the national convention. 
That proportional representation provision was written into 
the party rules to guarantee that the views of a maximum 
number of rank-and-file party members are reflected in the 
process of selecting a presidential nominee 
But Hutcheson proposed raising the threshhold from 15 to 25 
per cent, arguing that the concept of maximum representation 
should be balanced by the need to winnow out marginal can­ 
didates and build a party-wide consensus of support around the 
strongest candidates. “The whole point is to move away from 
a large field,” he explained. 
Thus, any challenger to Carter in the 1980 primaries and 
caucuses would be required to receive the support of at least 
25 per cent of the primary voters in a state before the in­ 
surgent would be entitled to a single delegate vote from that 
state at the national convention.

JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) 
Drama presented by the shad­ 
ows cast by puppets might not 
wow them on Broadway, but 
it’s been pulling in crowds here - 
for more than a thousand 
years. 
Hie wayang kulit, or shadow 
puppet show, is not an Asian 
version of Punch and Judy. It's 
an ancient art form with mod­ 
ern political clout. The wayang 
of 1977 is mass entertainment 
deeply rooted in Javanese mys­ 
ticism; the spirits of the dead 
are believed to inhabit the 
shadows of the puppets. 
More than 20,000 puppetmas- 
ters, called dalangs, are active 
in this country of 135 million, 
most of them on Java and the 
resort isle of Bali. Bali accords 
these itinerant storytellers the 
same status as priests. 
“The dalang, whose talent is 
more complex than that of a 
simple puppeteer in the West­ 
ern sense, is believed to join 
the characters of the mythology 
in a world outside time, without 
past or future,” according to 
one expert. 
Sometimes the puppetmaster 
deals with current events. 
A spokesman said the govern­ 
ment has long been aware of 
the key communications role 
played by dalangs in a country 
where only two per cent of the 
population read newspapers, 
-and radio and TV have limited 
impact. 
At the government’s bidding, 
dalangs have promoted birth 
control on overcrowded Java, 
better rice growing methods 
and the political status quo. 
The multiple talents of In­ 
donesia’s puppetmasters start 
with sheer stamina. Wayangs 
are all-night affairs lasting nine 
hours or more. Some extrava­ 
ganzas require several nights 
to complete. 
Dalangs have memorized the 
lines of scores of verse plays 
and rattle them off in different 
accents for dozens of charac­ 
ters. The dalangs sing and 
chant while weaving through 
the complex story, and they si­ 
multaneously direct a 20-mem­ 
ber gamelan, or orchestra, by 
coded tapping on a foot knock­ 
er. 
The dalang manipulates his

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — President Carter s political 
operatives already are moving to stifle potential opposition in 
the contest for the 1900 Democratic presidential nomination 
To achieve that goal. Carter s agents are attempting to 
drastically weaken several of the crucial structural reforms 
adopted during the past decade to democratize the party and 
maximize grass-roots participation in the presidential seler 
non process 
The forum for the effort to gut those reforms is the 
Democratic National Committee s Commission 00 Presiden 
tial Nomination and Party Structure, headed by Morley A 
Wmograd chairman of Michigan's Democratic party 
Because there was no formal voting when the Wmograd 
Commission met here earlier this month there was little 
publicity or emotion generated when the disputed proposal*- 
surfaced at a task force session 
But the planned changes undoubtedly will generate con 
siderably more passion and controversy when the 56-member 
commission meets in Detroit next year by the full Democratic 
National Committee 
The key Carter operatives on the task force were Richard G 
• Rick Hutcheson HI, a member of the White House staff who 
was the Carter organization’s expert on the delegate selection 
process during the 1976 campaign and Anne Wexler. deputy 
under secretary of Commerce 
Hutcheson and Wexler did not introduce any of the potential­ 
ly controversial proposals at the Winograd Commission 
meeting but they were among the most vocal proponents of 
new language designed to water down the reforms 
One proposal would gut the current rule which mandates 
that any candidate for the Democratic presidential nomina 
tion who receives at least 15 per cent of the vote in a state 
primary or caucus must receive a proportional share of that 
state s delegates to the national convention 
That proportional representation provision was written into 
the party rules to guarantee that the views of a maximum 
number of rank and-flie party members are reflected in the 
process of selecting a presidential nominee 
But Hutcheson proposed raising Dm threshhotd from 1ft to 25 
per cent, arguing that the concept of maximum representation 
should be balanced by the need to winnow out marginal can­ 
didates and build a party-wide consensus of support around the 
strongest candidates

JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) 
Drama presented by the shad­ 
ows cast by puppets might not 
wow them on Broadway, but 
it’s been pulling in crowds here ■ 
for more than 
a 
thousand 
years. 
The wayang kulit, or shadow 
puppet show, is not an Asian 
version of Punch and Judy. It’s 
an ancient art form with mod­ 
ern political clout. The wayang 
of 1977 is mass entertainment 
deeply rooted in Javanese mys­ 
ticism; the spirits of the dead 
are believed to inhabit the 
shadows of the puppets. 
More than 20,000 puppetmas- 
ters, called dalangs, are active 
in this country of 135 million, 
most of them on Java and the 
resort isle of Bali. Bali accords 
these itinerant storytellers the 
same status as priests. 
“The dalang, whose talent is 
more complex than that of a 
simple puppeteer in the West­ 
ern sense, is believed to join 
the characters of the mythology 
in a world outside time, without 
past or future," according to 
one expert. 
Sometimes the puppetmaster 
deals with current events. 
A spokesman said the govern­ 
ment has long been aware of 
the key communications role 
played by dalangs in a country 
where only two per cent of the 
population read newspapers, 


- and radio and TV have limited 
impact. 
At the government’s bidding, 
dalangs have promoted birth 
control on overcrowded Java, 
better rice growing methods 
and the political status quo. 
The multiple talents of In­ 
donesia’s puppetmasters start 
with sheer stamina. Wayangs 
are all-night affairs lasting nine 
hours or more. Some extrava­ 
ganzas require several nights 
to complete. 
Dalangs have memorized the 
lines of scores of verse plays 
and rattle them off m different 
accents for dozens of charac­ 
ters. The dalangs sing and 
chant while weaving through 
the complex story, and they si­ 
multaneously direct a 20-mem­ 
ber gamelan, or orchestra, by 
coded tapping on a foot knock­ 
er. 
The dalang manipulates his 
cast from behind a translucent 
white 
screen 
lighted 
from 
above to make the puppets ap­ 
pear as black shadows to the 
audience. Elaborate punched- 
out patterns give their shadows 
the look of fine lace. 


from India. These, blended with 
earlier tales of Javanese ances­ 
tor cults and historical legends, 
are presented by flickering 
shadows. 
The wayang is a village rit­ 


ual in Java, held to mark 
births, weddings, circumcisions 
or the “purification" of a home 
or the entire community.
